The department of the Interior 
has announced that it has been 
decided, upon application being 
made, to extend protection dur¬ 
ing the harvesting and threshing 
season to all homesteaders to 
enable them to engage in such 
operations. Entrants may apply 
to the department direct, or 
through the agent for the dis¬ 
trict, for this permission. Thie- 
does not, however, include the 
holders of unperfected proxy 
homesteads, nor will such absen¬ 
ce be allowed to count as resi¬ 
dence duties.

The first wheat to be threshed 
and taken to the elevator this 
season is that of Mr. E. G. Mc¬ 
Pherson, who together with his 
brothers, has commenced thresh¬ 
ing the crop on 1100 acres. The 
wheat was taken to the Farmers 
Co-operative Elevator and it 
graded No. 1 Northern. Thresh¬ 
ing on the land from which this 
is taken is not yet completed but 
the yield will be at least 35 bus¬ 
hels to the acre. In some in¬ 
stances 20 bushels to the acre 
has been got from stubble, and 
in a number of cases from 40 to 
45 bushels per acre are confident¬ 
ly looked for from summer fallow 
Mr. McPherson's wheat was off 
fall ploughing.

To graft 4* to live at the cxproic 
of eomeone else. If the one at whose 
expense the grafting U done knows 
of it and consent* to it, then no crime 
has been done. If it is done without 
his knowledge and consent, then it 
becomes a crime—graft in the full 
sense or meaning of the word. But 
in either case the grafter is what is 
known by another name—a parasite. 

The parasites found on farm ani¬ 
mals and plants arc criminal grafters 
and should be deal: with accordingly. 
When found, the extreqie penalties 
of the laws of war should be visited 
upon them, for fanning is a war as 
well as a business. 

If there is any time o* the year 
when the chickens should be watched 
carefully tor lice and mites, the 
worst prafters in the poultry busin¬ 
ess, it is right now. The warm wea¬ 
ther stimulates their growth and de¬ 
velopment. The chickens are render¬ 
ed more or less indolent by the sum¬ 
mer heat, so they do not fight these 
pasts as hard as on more comfort¬ 
able days, nor do they rustle so hard 
for food. The hot weather is in it* 
self enough ior them to have to fight 
against without having to feed these 
grafters with their very life]* blood. 

Among the livestock, chickens are 
more apt to suffer from the ravages 
of parasites or grafters than any 
others. And they should be watched 
carefully and given every aid pos¬ 
sible: especially the young stock, 
whieh is now building the founda¬ 
tion for its future usefulness. Spray 
their quarters thoroughly with a 
strong insecticide. If you find them 
constantly picking at themselves, 
give their bodies a thorough treat¬ 
ment with some good and patient in¬ 
secticide. For the good of your 
poultry business, get rid of the graf¬ 
ters. 


Simple Precautions That Can Be 
Taken to Guard Against 
^ Infection. 

The rules for protection against va¬ 
cation typhoid, as Iflld down by the 
I New York State Department of 
Health, are as follows: 

1. Patronise only resorts that have 
a safe water supply and approved 
modem sanitary arrangements. 

2. Address a letter to “The Health 
Officer of the villagt or town to 
which you contemplate ^oing and 
ask him if the water and milk supply 
are safe and if the sewage is dis- 
poseo of in a proper way. 

3. Use only water that has been 
boiled dr otherwise purified for 
drinking or culinary purposes. 

4. Dnnk only pasteurised milk. 

5. Protect mil food from flies and 
other insects by screening doors and 
windows. 

6. See that all outhouses are fully 
piotected from flies by screens. 

7. Thoroughly wash in pure wa¬ 
ter all fruits and vegetables eaten 

raw.- 

8. Wash the hands, using nail 
brush freely, before eating. 

9. Before leaving for vacation, sub¬ 
mit to typhoid inoculation. It usu-

El Arish fell before Napoleon's 
F.gyptian army in September, 1798, 
the credit for the fall being given to 
France's great general, Kleber, com¬ 
mander of the vanguard, which also 
seised Jaffa and Gaxa. It was during 
this rarnpaign that Napoleon com¬ 
mitted the great atrocity at Jaffa,

an earnest hope that it will in 
the end be carried through.

GRAPHIC DESCRIPTION 
OF WORK BEING DONE 
BY THE C. A. M. CORPS 


The following graphic and in¬ 
teresting decription of the heroic 
work which is being performed 
by the C. A. M. C. at the front 
has been forwarded to us by Pte. 
C. Clark, of the 8th Field Ambul¬ 
ance. Prior to enlisting. Pte. 
Clark was on the Loma mission 
Held where he made many friends 
who will be glad to have this 
story from him. 

Just now when the bravery of 
our boys in the trenches forms 
So common a theme for the poet 
and the chronicler, perhaps it 
may not be out of place to give 
the readers of your excellent 
journal a short chapter from the 
experiences of a corps, which, 
although not engaged in fighting 
the enemies of our Empire with 
weapons of destruction, is never¬ 
theless necessary for the well¬ 
being of the army and can. with¬ 
out presumption,claim a share in 
the honor of our eomlng victory. 
1 refer to the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps. 

Sitting here in a shady spot 
behind a hedge at a wayside 
resting place in our march to un¬ 
known parts, and out of the 
sound of German guns for the 
first time in four months, I shall 
try to give some idea of our 
work, and the conditions under 
which it is done. 

Atone time, in the present 
summer, our section was station¬ 
ed at a sort of half-way house 
between the firing line and the 
Casualty Clearing Station. On a 
particular night, towards the end 
of July we were all in that state 
of restlessness, which comes of 
expectancy for we had orders to 
be in readiness to move at 10 p. 
m., as another section of our 
corps was then to take our place 
and we were to take our turn 'up 
the line’ to man the various dress¬ 
ing stations in our part of the 
line. 

At the appointed time, three 
of our fine motor ambulance 
wagons pulled into the yard. Our 
comrades, who were to take our 
place, crowded out; cheery greet¬ 
ings were exchanged; the wagons 
were filled up by the sections, 
and amid hearty wishes for good 
luck, we settled ourselves down 
for the trip. ( 

Then an irrepressible joker 
popped his head out of the win¬ 
dow, and with all the pompous¬ 
ness of a wealthy suburbanite, 
called to the motorman, 'Home, 
James!’ And into the soft gloom 
of the summer night we glided, 
to face whatever the fortunes of 


war might bring us in the front 
line. 

On reaching the dressing stat¬ 
ion, which was the terminus for 
our motor ambulances, some of 
our number were told off for duty 
there. The rest of us set out on 
foot, along with a guide for the 
advance station. 

All along the road were ruined 
houses. Some were roofless, 
some with great holes tom in the 
walls, while others were mere 
shapeless masses of debris. 

Now and then a pungent smell 
like phosphorous, reached our 
nostrils, which gave us the cheer¬ 
ful information that a high ex¬ 
plosive shell had bursted there a 
few minutes before ! 


Soon we left the road and 
struck across country, dodging 
huge shell .holes, which in the 
darkness was no easy mat¬ 
ter. 

At times the air was lighted up 
by the glare of ‘star shells’ from 
the trenches. From various di¬ 
rections, and sounding unpleas¬ 
antly near came the deep boom 
of heavy artillery, and again, the 
fretful chatter of machine guns. 

High oveahead would Bound 
the sharp ring of a stray bullet, 
or again the shorter and more 
business-like 'whitt' of one that 
passed about the level of our 
heads. None of which sounds in¬ 
clined us to recommend that loc¬ 
ality as a health resort. 

However, after a good long 
trudge over rough country, we 
arrived without mishap at the 
Advance Post. 

"Good evening, boys, ” greeted 
the Medical Officer in charge. 
"Did Fritz give you much trou¬ 


ble coming over?" "Oh no. sir, 
he was pretty quiet tonight" 
was the indifferent reply, and 
getting rid of kits, we were told 
off to our various duties, which 
we took up forthwith. 

The usual method of handling 
our wounded is as follows ; The 
regimental stretcher bearers (a 
number of whom are attached to 
each battalion) bring them out 
from the firing line, to a place 
where an ambulance take them 
in hand, having first stanched 
their wounds as best they can by 
first aid methods. Our men then 
bring them to the Advance Dress¬ 
ing Station. Here their injuries 
are examined and given the re¬ 
quired treatment, after which 
they are put on the ambulance 
waggons and hurried down the 
line to another station where the 
wounds receive further attention 
then the wounded men are class¬ 
ified and sent to one of our Field

Working With th. Hand, Wu New 
to Britain'^ Conscientious 
Objectors 

Frederick Pamier writes from 
British headquarters in France: 
Unique among all the variegat'd 
units of the armies on the continent 
is the British Non-Combatant Corps, 
or otherwise the "conscientious ob¬ 
jectors." who do not want to fight 
and are not expected to fight. Not 
fear, but conscience, is their reason 
for being excused. Before the war 
in England, where individual rights 
are ao strongly recognized, the Qua¬ 
ker was not required to bear arms 
because it was against bis religious 
scruples. When compulsion was ap¬ 
plied another class arose. They said 
that they had conscientious scruples 
against the taking of life. If they 
would not fight, then they must 
work, the Government decided. 

Where a man who enters the army 
under normal conditions must drill 
for many months before he is sent to 
the front, the conscientious objector 
is given a few days' drill, put in 
khaki and sent to France at once. 
There he wields the spade instead of 
the rifle. "There are the N.CC/s 
doing thir bit," said their comman¬ 
der, an officer with a atrip of colors 
on his breast who had been in sev¬ 
eral campaigns and so badly wound¬ 
ed in this war that he was hardly fit 
for active service. "They get the 
same pay as the men in the trenches, 
and the same rations, with an extra 
allowance of meat which is given to 
the laborers' corps." 

At the time the N.C.C/s were en¬ 
gaged in railway work. Practically 
without exception they are men un¬ 
used to manual labor, but though it 
was pretty hard at first they said 
that they would be inured to it in 
lime. One was a B.A. of Cambridge 
University. None bad any complaints 
to make. The majority were clerks 
and those who were not were usually 
shopkeepers. Many were members of 
the Plymouth Brotherhood, a sect 
which holds much the same views as 
the Quakers. These said that it was 
against their creed to fight and they 
would not break their creed. They 
spoke quite frankly about the charge 
of cowardice which is made against 
them, snd seemed to realise that they 
were the anathema and laughing 
stock of the millions of their fellow 
countrymen who are offering their 
lives for Britain. 

"I do not want to kill anybody. I 
do not belieye in war." one said. As 
sn exponent of passive resistance he 
was ready to work at command, but 
no powers could make him fight. “If 
we are sent up to work under shell 
fire I think that you will find that 
most of us will not flinch," he added. 
One of the unmilitary characteristics 
which amuses Mr. Thomas Atkins is 
that the N.C.C/a all address one an¬ 
other as "Mister." One mentioned 
that their conversation around the 
mess table was very "intellectual and 
thoroughly enjoyable." 

4-"If you want any proof that Eng¬ 
land is a free country," said a ser¬ 
geant of regulars, "yon have it in this 
lot. How much of a chance would a 
band of conscientious objectors stand 
in a German army? Meanwhile the 
fighting armr protects them from the 
enemy and from public opinion. But 
let them have their way. There 
aren't many of them." A shirker 
may not suddenly become a conscien¬ 
tious objector in order to escape ser¬ 
vice. Anyone who aspires to the 
N.C.C. must prove that he held con¬ 
scientious scruples against fighting 
before the war. One conscientious 
objector deserted. This backslider 
decided to fight and went back to 
England to drill in a line regiment. 

Holland’* Conscription 

Bmall Nation Decided on Prepared¬ 
ness Before Present War. 

For a long time Holland resisted 
universal military service. She de¬ 
pended on professional or volunteer 
soldiers as more in accordance with 
her great democratic traditions. But 
several years before thir war the 
Hollanders came to a realization of 
the folly of trusting to a "citizen” 
army to be raised after war began. | 
Military service now devolves equally 
on all citizens, although there are ex¬ 
emptions of certain specified classes. 
About 50,000 men come of military 
age every year. Of these, about 
22,000 are taken into the army and 
600 into the navy. Sixty per cent, of 
the young men escape military ser¬ 
vice. 

( The present conscription law had 
been J n force only eighteen months 
when the war began and ao the full 
effects of its provisions have not yet 
been realized. The period of training 
for most branches ia fixed at eight 
and one-half months. Thia ia a very 
short term of Instruction and there 
ia the additional drawback that the 
ranks are much depleted the third of 
a veer between the departure of one 
clast and the arrival of the new class. 
Since the war began however, the 
army has been mobilized on a war 
footing and lift three classes of 1913, 
1914 and 1915 are all with the colors.

One of the 
enemy came at the erstwhile sentry 
with his gun clubbed but Jack went 
for him! Sad to relate, however, 
Jack's master was killed at Inker- 
man. When the regiment came home 
Queen Victoria was so touched by 
the story that ahe had a miniature 
Victoria Croat made, which the pre¬ 
sented to the gallant little animal, 
together with the Crimean medal*. 

The War’e History 

How Much Do We Know About the 
Great Struggle. 

How much do we know about the 
war we imagine ourselves to be see¬ 
ing? Jf we could read now the his¬ 
tory which will be published 50 years 
hence, we might not be able to rec¬ 
ognize the story. It may minimize 
or leave out many of the things 
which seem to us now to be the 
most important and dwell on events 
we have not even heard of. In this 
age of light, much of the war ia being 
fought in the dark. 

The Marquis of Crewe, on July 20, 
1916, tells the House of Lords for the 
first time that from December, 1914, 
to September, 1915, war was going 
on upon the northwestern frontier of 
India; that in that time there were no 
less than seven separate attacks, 
"some of a very formidable charac¬ 
ter." A mere attack of unorganized 
and ill-armed tribesmen could not be 
"formidable" to the government of 
India. What has been going on 
there? The danger must be over, or 
the government, which concealed it 
so successfully, would not admit it 
now in this wa>. It must have been 
a “formidable" danger indeed when 
no hint of it was allowed to leak out 
to a nation which was permitted to 
learn of the failure in the Dardan¬ 
elles campaign and the disaster in 
Mesopotamia. It is plain to see that, 
though we, the contemporaries, know 
nothing of the war in India of 1914- 
15. our children will be devoting 
much attention to it in their study 
of history in school. 

A matter of much less significance, 
but illustrating our contemporary ig¬ 
norance, too, is that of the postcard 
received by the American Board 
from a missionary nurse in Turkey— 
apparently a mere note of greeting, 
but containing mysterious references 
to one verse in the Book of Job and 
one in the Paalma. On looking op 
the references the fact is revealed— 
cholera is raging and famine is at 
hand. The ingenious nurse smuggled 
the fact past the Turkish censor on 
the postcard. Hitherto the world has 
remained in ignorance of it—and of 
how much else that is going on in 
Turkey we have no idea, for that 
country has been masked from us for 
months. As to Persia, our' know¬ 
ledge of the important events that 
have been taking place thtre is prac¬ 
tically at zero. If we could have a 
glimpse at the school histories—and 
the school geographies, too—of 1936, 
we should probably be amazed to 
find what momentous things can be 
done in this age of light without the 
world even hearing of them.—New 
York Times. 

Hungry and Sleepless Germans. 

"Especially significant is the dis¬ 
closure of the lack of food now in 
the army and navy," writes an in¬ 
vestigator into the blockade condi¬ 
tions of Germany. "A reservist, 
writing to his wife, says: 'I am go¬ 
ing into the trenches, but I am very 
glad, for then I shall get decent 
lood.^ A letter found on one of the 
crew of a German torpedo-boat de¬ 
clared: *1 cannot sleep on account 
of hunger. . . . The treatment 
here is only fit for swine and not 
for soldiera/ " 

Meat and fat are the commodities 
which are most scarce; rations are 
not Jar removed from starvation 
point, and there seems to be grave 
doubt whether even this modicum is 
within the reach of everyone. 

Farm Live Stock In Canada. 

It is estimated by the Census' and 
Statistics Office, Ottawa, that the 
numbers of farm live stock in Can¬ 
ada on June 30 were aa follows: 
Horses, 2,990,635; milch cqws, 2,603,- 
345, other Cattle. 3,826,519; hheep, 
1,965,101; swine, 2,814,672. As com¬ 
pared with 1915, these figures repre- • 
sent decreases of horses by 5,464; of, 
milch cows by 63,501; of sheep by j 
73,561, and of swine by 297,228; but 
an increase of "other cattle" by 427,- 
364. The decreases apply principally 
to Eastern Canada; in the West all 
descriptions show increases over last 
year exceot swine in all three Pro¬ 
vinces and "other cattle" in Mani¬ 
toba.

The romantic atmosphere is nof lack¬ 
ing. ^ When the Briton says “au re- 
voir" to his sweetheart and starts for 
the trenches he may never come back 
and he is going to fight for France. 
On Sunday afternoon the girls are 
out in their best frocks, as they are 
everywhere else in the world, and 
walking with them along the roads 
snd lanes are men in khaki. Their 
conversation ia a mixture of French 
and English. It is not romance, 
alone that leads the Briton to marry 
ki hrance. He has learned to admire 
the thrift and cleverness of the 
F'rench woman and her industry in 
taking the place of her fathers and 
brother* who arc at the front

Training the Youth of Our Land to 
Become Efficient Citizens. 

The preparation of the boy today 
for the financial and commercial war 
of the future is a subject which pre¬ 
sents itself to leaders of thought in 
'*'*7 civilized country. The spoilt 
of the economic war wilF-go to tkoso 
countries best equipped with health 
and physique, common sense, good 
morals, energy, ability and education. 
"Our energies," saya Sir Robert 
Baden, Powell, “should be concen¬ 
trated on training the rising genera¬ 
tion. to the fullest possible extent in 
individual character, technical effici¬ 
ency and physical health. With thin 
foundation they make efficient citi¬ 
zens and equally, if need be, the most 
efficient soldiers." The Boy Scout 
movement is performing that service 
m a remarkably efficient way. i ho 
Boy Scout is taught to be a healthy 
man, a gentleman, and when right 
needs the assistance of might, tho 
muscle is available, too. 

A Scout's duty and promise is to 
help other people at all times. Sotno 
Scouts, in fact most Scouts, will go 
out of their way to fulnl this prom¬ 
ise. A very interesting story, which 
is to the point, is told of a Buy 
Scout at Southampton, England. An 
officer embarking for the front had 
no time to inasc sonic purchases 
which he had meant to in uic town. 
He gave a ’ considerable sum of 
money and a list* of commissions to 
a Boy Scout serving under the em¬ 
barkation officer, but the ship sailed 
before the Scout had returned. The 
officer thought that that meant 
“good-bye" to both money and puF* 
cnases. The Scout, however, had .ne 
ship signalled so mat it was to stop 
in Southampton Water; he comman¬ 
deered the Fort Officer s launch and 
delivered the goods and the change. 
When offered a tip, he said: "Sorry, 
sir; on duty." 

A prominent statesman once re¬ 
marked that whatever pessimist* 
might say of .our Empire, there is un¬ 
doubtedly creeping into it a desire 
to do, each of us, something that 
counts. And there is plenty of op¬ 
portunity. In the Scout movement 
there are many openings for such 
service. Whatever his age or his in 
hrmity, whatever his standing or da 
inability to find time, there is in 
opening for every man in Scouting. 
It mfy be as a commissioner to 
minister a district, or ss an instruc¬ 
tor to those boys wishing to qualify 
for the many proficiency badges, or 
as an occasional evening visitor to a 
tioop. "It is a grand work and sport¬ 
ing work by which you can leave 

S our mark behind you in the shape of 
vea saved for the individual as well 
as for the nation," declared our 
statesman. 

The character of the Boy Scouts 
movement will be best understood by 
a glance at the "promise" exacted of 
each boy as he becomes a member: 
M 1 promise on m, honor, first, to be 
loyal to God and toi^ie King; sec¬ 
ond, to try to do a good turn daily 
to other people; and third, to obey 
the Scout law." He is accepted by 
the Scoutmaster, who says: "I trust 
you, on-* your honor, to keep this 
promise. You are now one of the 
great brotherhood of Scouts." At 
the very outset the boy is placed 
upon his honor, the strongest senti¬ 
ment in the heart of a healthy boy. 
His manliness is appealed to and, 
properly approached, a boy’s manli¬ 
ness seldom fails. He is treated as 
a man, and the result almost invari¬ 
ably is that he acts as a man. This 
is one of the great lessons taught bv 
the Boy Scout movement to both 
parents and teachers. The Boy 
Scouts in Great Britain are at pres¬ 
ent regarded as about as necessary a 
part of the war as are the regular 
soldiers. It has been demonstrated 
already in the history of this move¬ 
ment that Boy Scouts make the best 
soldiers, as many of those who be¬ 
gan as Scouts are now fighting the 
Empire's battles in Europe, and 
above all it has been demonstrated 
that in fulfilment of their initiatory 

f iromise they become good citizens, 
oyal to God and the King, and do¬ 
ing good to their fellow-men.

Threeharmen and Weeds Act 


Manitoba Wends Commission Takes 
Action to Safeguard Fanners 

The Manitoba Weeds Commission 
is busy sending out from its office 
placards to be posted on threshing 
machines setting forth Sec 7 of the 
revised Provincial Weeds Act. This 
•ection is of great interest not only 
to threslirniirn. but'also to fanner*. 
Its four sub-sections provide as fol¬ 
lows: 

“(1) It shall be the duty of every 

f tenon owning or operating a thresh- 
ng machine immediately after com¬ 
pleting the threshing of grain at each 
and every point of working, to clean, 
or cause to be cleaned, tbe said ma¬ 
chine, together with all wagons and 
other outfits used in connection with 
such threshing, so that seeds of nox¬ 
ious weeds shall not be carried to or 
on the way to next place of thresh¬ 
ing by the said threshing outfit. 

"(2) Any person not complying 
with the provisions of this section 
•ball be liable to a penalty of not leas 
than twenty-five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, and in de¬ 
fault of payment to one month's im¬ 
prisonment."

The heroic fortitude of our 
wounded Tommies' ia marvell¬ 
ous. Seldom does a groan or a 
complaint escape their lips. One 
young fellow waa brought to us 
with several shrapnel wounds. He 
was suffering intensely, but with 
that antipathy to a display of any 
violent feeling which seems to 
characterize all Anglo-Saxon peo¬ 
ples, he clenched his teeth and 
suppressed a groan. But out¬ 
raged nature had to find express¬ 
ion in some way and in a weak 
voice, quivering with the agony 
of pain, he began to sing:- 
'ln the evening-by the moon¬ 
light - you could hear those 
Darkies singing— 

In the evening-by the moon¬ 
light-you could hear-those 
banjos - ringing—’ 

AX a musical performance it 
was not a brilliant success, but 
tjie patient heroism which enab¬ 
les a man to sing under such cir¬ 
cumstances would surely be hard 
to excel. We looked at one an¬ 
other and nodded. None of us 


spoke; being Anglo-Saxon 1 don't 
think any of us dared trf. 

In many cases the fortitude of 
our boys is .taxed to the utter¬ 
most In the case of a man who 
gets wounded in the early part 
of the day it may mean a long 
agonizing wait in the trenches 
until dark, when it is compara¬ 
tively safe to carry them out. 

Here, for the benefit of those 
who are fond of defending the 
character and methods of war¬ 
fare of the gentle Hun, let me say 
that it is his constant practice de¬ 
liberately to make a target of our. 
stretcher-bearers. And although 
often, when the life of the wound¬ 
ed man would be endangered by 
waiting, those heroic men take 
their lives in their hands and 
carry him out in daylight, in full 
view of the enemy, yet in many 
cases, such an attempt would be 
very much like suicide. 

As far as shrapnel and stray 
bullets are concerned it may be 
as safe by day as by night, but 
under cover of darkness we are 
at least sate from the 'sniper' 
and the deliberate fire of machine 
guns.
